Chicago Brewer Says 1,000 


in That City Will Close 


by First of May. 


Chicago, Dec. 24.—"One thousand 


saloons -will have locked their doors 
and gone out of business in this city 
by May 1st next," said Adam Ortseif- 
en, president of the McAvoy Brewing 
company, during a talk- last night on 
:he scarcity of barley, which is serious- 
y crippling the large breweries and 
.he malt houses and may mean a prob- 
able raise In the price per barrel of 
beer within a few weeks. 


Perhaps one-third of the breweries, 


the largest ones, in this city, do tlieir 
own malting. 
The smaller ones buy 


of the malt houses. Both breweries 
and mailers for several weeks have 
been bidding almost to the point of 
wiping out the margin of profit In or- 
der to get the few carloads of barley 
that arrive In this market each day. 


Beer now is selling at from $4.60 to 


$7 Si barrel, according to the quality. 
The quality depends upon many condi- 
tions, but chiefly on the malting ex- 
pense in which barley figures as the 
chief factor. 


"We are not making a dollar under 


the present conditions," said Mr. Ort- 
seifen. 
"As a business man I can 


foresee only an increase In the price. 
As ter the other brewers I do not see 
how they either can avoid a raise. It 
Is a fact well known to the trade that 
hundreds of the smaller saloons are 
not making much if any money now 
and I predict that one thousand sa- 
loons will have closed their doors and 
gone out of business by May 1st next"

12c a quart will be the result of the 
sweeping changes advocated by Dr. 
Eugene Buehlerjn the sale and deliv- 
ery of milk to consumers In Indian- 
apolis. Dr. Buehler states that tha 
advance in tiie price of milk is no 
less a matter :of importance In obtain- 
ing a pure article than is the advance 
in the price of beef or eggs and he de- 
clares Jn a quart of pure milk there Is 
more nourishment than in a pound of 
beef, although the latter article .sells 
at a higher figure. In the larger cities, 
one of which is Chicago, Dr. Buehler 
says, the purest milk sells at 16 cents 
a quart and the dealers are^ble to 
dispose of all they can produce.

Extinction. 


New York. Dec. 24.—That many breeds 


of game birds are seriously threatened 
with extinction in America at the present 
time was averted by ornithological au- 
thorities here today. Reports which havo 
been received at tho .headquarters of tho 
National Association Of Audubon soci- 
eties from sportsmen, wirdons ana ex- 
perts In every section of the country, 
show alarming decreases In grouse, quail, 
woodcock, ducks and various shore bird* 
Not only sport but public health will suf- 
fer permanent Injury, officers of th» as- 
sociation declared today unless action Is 
taken by tho state legislatures this win- 
ter to protect those dying races of game. 
Only the enlargement of the actlvltl«« 
of tho biological survey, which wnl 
recommended In tho president's message, 
will effectively chock this gcatral. devas- 
tation of America's game birds, the Au- 
clubom worker* declare. Hard .campaign- 
Ing In tho legislatures has enabled .thorn 
to obtain some measure ot .proUctloiuAr 
the' non-name birds, they any; bUttt lw« 
always-been found difficult to show th« 
law-makers that tho game species'-have a 
treat practical as wcU as sporting value. 
Oata. which tho government survey can 
obtain with wider research Is.considered 
the -only needful weapon in tnM defense 
of tho game birds.

To meet these commercial 
opponents the Audubon association Is to- 
day preparing" as effective a resistance 
as the limited funds at Its disposal whl 
warrant. 
"We look^to every true sportsman an 
..ell as every patriot and friend of the 
public health to aid us In this fight," said, 
William D.utcher, president of the associa- 
tion, at Its headquarters. 141 Broadway, 
today. "The biological survey has only 
two or three Investigators to furnish data 
on the stomach contents of birds, whllo 
thev should have,at least two or three 
times that number.

Boston, Dec. 24.—A Christian Sci- 


mce institution to cost at least •$!,- 
iflO.OOO and to be devoted especially 
o helping the poor is the latest pro- 
ect of the Christian Science move- 
ment. 


The mother church ot the denomi- 


mtton In June, 1906, dedicated, free 
Jrom debt, its new edifice in Boston, 
which cost $2,000,000; the denomina- 
ional publishing society has just be- 
run the erection In this city ot a pub- 
ishing house to cost $250.000, and 
now comes the announcement of a 
jrancb of the worlc to be devoted par- 
.Icularly to the poor. 


The first news of the project comes 


from Mrs. Mary Baker 
G. Eddy, 


founder and leader of the Christian 
Science movement, through the week- 
y organ of the denomination, which 
s published in this city and which 
reached its readers residing In the 
vicinity of Boston yesterday. 


Details Are Withheld, 


Little beyond the facts that MFsT 


Eddy desires to establish such an in- 
stitution without delay, and that sho 
is m consultation with the trustees of 
her estate, whom she appointed last 
summer, regarding the matter can at 
present be ascertained. Even whore 
the Institution Is to be located, or pre- 
cisely how it Is to operate, are mat- 
ters which so far, according to promi- 
nent Christian Scientists, are laiou/h 
only to Mrs. Eddy and her trustees, 
it Indeed these questions have been 
determined. 


A letter from Mrs. Eddy to Archi- 


bald Motellan, formerly of Chicago, 
and now editor of the Christian Sci- 
ence periodicals and one of the three 
trustees of her 
estate, summoning 


him to her home at Concord, N. H.. 
to discuss the matter, and which ap- 
peared in the current Issue of the de- 
nominational weekly, contains what In- 
formation on the subject could be ob- 
tained today. Mrs. Eddy's letter reads 
as follows: 


"My Dear Trustee.—I desire to com- 


mence Immediately to found a Chris- 
tian Science Institution for the spe- 
cial benefit ot the poor, and the gen- 
eral good' of "all mankind.

JUSTICE mm 
TALKS 


OF THE HUTU'S 


fUT§ 


All Will Be Secure if the 


Ideals of the Fathers are 


Followed. 


Now York, Dec. 24.—Justice John 


M. Harlan, of the United States su- 
preme court was given a banquet last 
night by the Kentucky club of New 
York, in honor of his thirty years' 
service on the supreme bench. Mr. 
Harlan, in responding to the toast, 
"Kentucky—United we stand, divided 
we fall." took an optimistic view of 
the future of the government iJC it ad 
hered to the broad, constitutional 
views of the fathers. 
He referred to the pessimists who 


hail fears for the safety of our insti- 
tutions, and who predicted that the 
day is coming when the rights of the 
states will be destroyed and all power 
centered in the federal government. 
Mr. Harlan declared the people are 
more determined than at any time in 
heir history to maintain both nation- 
al and state rights. 


After expressing pride in tho fact 


that he Is a Kentuckian, he said: 


"What would it mean to us to be 


Kentuckians if we were not also, or 
rather, first of all. Americans, whose 
illeglance to the nation in matters of 
general concern Is above our allegl- 
nnce to any state, just as the consti- 
tution of the United States, with re- 
spect to all national objects, is above 
;ho constitution of any state 


Optimistic of Future. 


"There are some. Mr. President, 


who think they see dark clouds upon 
the horizon of our future, and express 
jrave apprehension as to the stability 
of the government ordained by the 
people of the United States and es- 
tablished by the constitution. In a 
population of ninety millions, compris- 
ing people from all parts of the earth, 
many of whom have no proper concep- 
tlon of liberty regulated by law, nor 
any Just regard for the rights of oth- 
ers, we must expect to find many who 
indulge In gloomy forebodings as to 
the future of the country, and who 
seem to cultivate the habit of predict- 
ing disaster. Such persons are quite 
unhappy when the facts do not Justify 
them in believing that everything la 
going wrong. 


"But there Is no occasion for alarm. 


Tho American people, knowing that 
eternal vigilance Is the price of liber- 
ty, will taie care that no barm shall 
come to the government. At all times 
since the organization of the govern- 
ment they have shown themselves 
equal to every emergency, however 
sudden or startling, which Involved 
safety of our free Institutions. 
They 


may seem, at times, to tolerate false, 
visionary, and mischievous views, but 
In tho end they surely recognize the 
dangers of the situation, whatever 
they may bo, and do what prudence 
and patriotism require at their hands. 
Their final, deliberate Judgment upon 
public questions Is quite certain to bo 
the best for/all concerned." 


Justice Harlan then said that If our 


structure our welfare and greatness as 
a nation, may require."

Pessimist In Hard Lines. 


"The pessimist Is misled by the 
eclaratlon of some, happily few In 
lumber," said Justice Harlan, "who 
.old that, whatever the words of tho 
onstltutlon, that Instrument should 
e so construed as to make it mean 


what a majority ot tho people think, 
it a given time, It should moan. He 
s also misled by the theory advanced 
iy those who hold that congress must 
ie permitted to exert any governmcnt- 
.1 power whatsoever, not expressly de- 
nied to It, If that body deems that its 
exercise will promote 'the general 
welfare' But such theories of constl- 
utlonal construction find no support 
n judicial decisions or in sound rea- 
son. 


"It would be a calamity unspeakable 


f our Institutions and tho sacred 
rights of life, liberty, and property 
should be put at the mercy of a major- 
ty unrestrained by a written supreme 
aw, binding every department of gov- 
ernment, even the people themselves. 


"It Is true that national power, as 


now exerted, covers a wider field of 
action than It did in the early days of 
the republic; but that does not prove, 
as the pessimist would have us think, 
;hat the 
government has usurped 


lowers that do not belong to it and 
las entered the domain reserved by 
and for the states. It proves only that 
:he nation has from time to time, as 
the public interests demanded, brought 
into active operation powers which 
congress had not previously chosen to 
ixert. 


Power Within Constitution. 


"Thus was the nation armed with 


authority to meet new conditions that 
might arise and which permitted or 
required governmental action. Is the 
proposed new law embraced by any 
general power granted? 
Has it any 


reasonable connection with the speci- 
fied objects, or any of them, to which, 
under the constitution, the powsi1 of 
congress extends? If these questions 
be .answered in the affirmative, then 
it will only remain for the lawmaking 
department of the government to de- 
termine whether the proposed law 
will be conducive to the public wel- 
fare. 
And that determination is not 


one of law, but simply one of policy. 
Granted the power to enact a statute, 
congress can employ any means not 
forbidden nor inconsistent with the 
constitution, which is germane to the 
end proposed to be accomplished. 


"Therefore let the country gather up 


all the strength that comes from the 
patriotism and loyalty of the American 
people and go forward in Its marvel- 
ous career, holding to the confident be- 
lief, Justified by the words of the con- 
stitution and by judicial decisions, 
that the checks in our governmental 
system will suffice In the future, as 
they have 
sufficed in the past, to 


guard our institutions against insidi- 
ous attacks upon tho fundamental 
principles 
of 
free government 
or 


against, the exercise of arbitrary or 
usurped power. Keeping within the 
scope and broad lines of the constitu- 
tion we may walk safely and without 
fear. 
We need not hesitate to build 


on the foundations laid by our fore- 
fathnrs. Thoao foundations are broad 
and deep, and so long as new meas- 
ures and policies are tested by the 
plumb line of the constitution and we 
keep well within Its wise limitations 
wo may Sn.'ely rear whatever super-

forces shonld not unite to prevent any 
one from fighting tho cause of self- 
government in Ireland and to work 
Tor every measure of amelioration 
which It may be possible to obtain 
from either of the English parties, for 
a university settlement acceptable to 
the Catholics of Ireland, for the com- 
plete abolition of landlordism, and for 
financial redress. 


Mr. Redmond would not agree to the 


immediate calling of a national con- 
vention. 
He said one could not be 


held until about Easter. Mr. O'Brien 
also demanded that the convention be 
summoned on a new basis of represen- 
tation, but Mr. Redmond declined to 
accede to this on the ground that only 
the convention itself had the power to 
change the basis of representation. 


Nervy Disturber Is Arrested. 


The police yesterday arrested Law- 


rence Glnnell, nationalist member of 
parliament' for the north division of 
Westmeath. Glnnell recently was sen- 
tenced to serve six moths" imprison- 
ment for contempt of court in urging 
cattle raids. 


The arrest marks the end of a long 


chase in which Ginnell repeatedly 
braved the officers and placed himself 
almost in their power, relying on the 
efforts of his friends to protect him. 


Time and again he has appeared at 


meetings, urged violence, and, sur 
rounded by his supporters, defied the 
officers. When they would attempt to 
reach him, he would slip through the 
crowds disguising himself as he went, 
and appear later In another place. 


Capture Follows Dramatic Scene. 
His capture followed a dramatic 


appearance at a demonstration at Kil- 
lucan, held In sympathy with the cat- 
tle driving prisoners just liberated 
from Kllmainham prison. 


Throwing off his dlsgulse.Glnnell an- 


nounced his Intention to surrender, 
but again evaded a hundred policemen 
who were waiting and made his es- 
cape 
after addressing 
the 
crowd, 


which closed in to protect him. 


Finding themselves foiled, the police 


started off on bicycles and tracked 
the fugitive to the residence of his 
father-in-law,- at Kilbrlde, ten miles 
distant, where they arrested him.

There is always something new 


springing up in bowling. Unusual oc- 
currences are continually appearing 
and the thousands of followers of the 
game often wonder 
if 
they really 


know the game as thoroughly as they 
have Imagined. The peculiarities of 
the game are never fully understood 
until a man has been in the game for 
years and even 
then he is 
often 


"stumped" on some question relating 
to bowling. Every once in a while the 
veterans 
bump into something of 


which they have never heard before. 


The "perfect score," an even 300 in 


tenpins, derived by twelve straight 
strikes, is the ambition of all who 
bowl, yet there is one other result even 
harder than this to obtain. It is the 
"perfect spare" game. 


Mike Welsh, one of the veteran 


bowlers of 
Youngstown, Ohio, and 


who has conducted the Youngstown 
alleys for years, made the spare affair 
once and during the present season 
had eight frames of it going when he 
was unfortunate 
enough 
to get a 


strike. 
Welsh was rolling one afternoon 


with Christy Deibel and some others 


who drop into his alleys almost daily 
for a series of match games. He start- 
ed out by getting all save one pin on 
his flrst ball. He picked that with the 
next. 
The same thing happened for 


five frames anil those who were in the 
game commenced to wonder. 


More by accident 
than anything 


else the nine pins continued falling 
on the first ball and Welsh, always a 
steady roller, continued picking up the 
remaining pin on the second ball. He 
completed the ten frames that way. 


To do this he did not get a split, he 


did not get an error, he failed to make 
a strike. And above all else he made 
as many pins as possible to avoid all 
of these contingencies on the first ball 
of each frame. As the game was not 
rolled in a league in which the clubs 
were sanctioned by the American 
Bowling congress the record will nev- 
er Be anything but unofficial, yet the 
game was rolled in the presence of a 
fair-sized crowd. 
It is one of the 


most peculiar games on record; 


Early this season Mr. Welsh had 


eight frames of this peculiar style of 
game going, but he was unfortunate 
and knocked down all the pins with 
one ball in the ninth.

He believes that it is impossible for 


him to reside in a city where there is 
work of this kind to do and fail to do 
his share of it. 
The 
congregation 


asked that a meeting be held at once 
to consider the action taken by the 
minister, but Rev. Mr. Offutt asked 
that the meeting be not held at once, 
as he did not care to argue with the 
few, nor did he care to be discussed. 


Will Continue Work. 


The minister has not decided what 


he will do, bot believes that he will 
engage in evangelical work and will 
remain in this city until the Y. M. C. 
A. has been organized. His work was 
criticised by a local minister a week 
ago, who from his pulpit said that 
there was a "sickly, disgusting senti- 
mentality being manifested here by 
one who was trying to prevent crimi- 
nals frm getting punished for their 
violations of the law." 


Rev. Mr. Offutt helped Chester Wes- 


cott, who was confined in the Kokomo 
jail, by having his sentence suspend- 
ed. Although the young man was a 
forger he has since lived a, good life.
